Iowa in 1839 Ended in Spree 


Boundary Dispute in 
Early Days Fixed 
By Congress 


Muscatine county soldiers march- 
ed to “war” against Missouri back 
in December, 1839, to settle a dis- 
put over the boundary line between 
two states, but history shows that 
a conflict never developed and the 
affair ended in a big spree at the 
state capital.

The soldiers camped out the first 
night in the snowy woods of Iowa 
bottom, on the Iowa river opposite 
Wapello, and crossed the river on 
ice safely in the morning with all 
the accoutrements of war, foot and 
dragoons. The march ended the 
second day, four miles from Burl- 
ington, when they met Capt, 
Grimes and his company of Iowa 
soldiers, who gave out the news 
that peace had been de@clared. 

Peace Is Celebrated 

Then, instead of fighting the 
Missourians, the soldiers enjoyed a 
spree. Never was the Muscatine 
soldiery so demoralized, nor a state 
capitol so enlivened as on that oc- 
casion. The legislature was then 
in session, and willingly surrender- 
ed the state house to the destitute 
soldiers, who took possession and 
camped in the state house that 
night. 

A commission on the part of the 
two contending parties agreed to 
leave the case to Congress, and it 
was settled by Congress in favor of 
Iowa.

President Hoover’s handpicked commission has reported 
against public ownership and in favor of private ownership of 
the great Muscle Shoals power project, which was partially 
completed by the government during the war and is now own- 
ed by the government.

Although former President Coolidge was defeated by the 
Senate on this issue, the Reactionary House of Representa- 
tives sustained him. Following Coolidge, Mr. Hoover waged 
a desperate fight against the people and for the giant corpor- 
ations on this issue, and although defeated by both houses of 
Congress, this did not stop him. He exercised his veto power 
and flouted the representatives of the people. 

So true was President Hoover to the great capitalistic in- 
terests whose money elected him President that he overstep- 
ped himself in his zeal to defeat the people on this issue. 


The Heover Wrecking Cre 


When Congressman Reece, one of the President’s most faith- 
ful backers on this issue, went before the people of his dis- 
trict in Tennessee for re-election, Mr. Hoover smashed all 
precedents and personally entered the campaign in support 
of Reece by writing a letter making an issue of Muscle Shoals 
and asking the people to vote down this public ownership pro- 
ject.

Governmental investi- 
gations have repeatedly exposed colossal direct briberieg and 
secret propaganda of the most vicious character directed to- 
ward the control of government and the defeat of legislation. 
Scandalous bribery and secret propaganda for the purpose 
stealing Muscle Shoals from the people has been exposed. In 
other words, the cause for which Mr. Hoover has fought so 
desperately for almost three years is a cause which he knows 
has been bolsterea up by the most treacherous and treasonable 
forms of corruption. Let him explain that and get himself 
out of that mess if he can. 

The power trust is involved more intimately in the corrup- 
tion and control of government than other trusts because it 
controls the public utilities. It was shown in e great federal 
investigation lasting several years that the power trust and 
associated utility groups are attempting to*%orrupt the whole 
nation and pervert its ideas on-the question of public owner- 
ship by means of the most vicious and extensive propaganda 
drive ever known.

These facts are well known. They are indisputable. They 
are matters of government record. Not only is the fight 
against the power trust a fight to save the people from the 
most gigantic system of profiteering and wholesale looting 
ever known, but it is a fight to preserve the integrity of our 


government and nation and the-tiberty and democracy of the 
American people.

Yet in 
spite of these facts he has conducted the most stubborn war 
against the public retention and operation of Muscle Shoals 
that any President has ever waged. Although this whole coun- 
try is covered with plants owned and operated by the branch- 
es of the power trust, Mr. Hoover is fighting to the limit all 
attempts of the people to own this one plan in order to offset 
this gigantic monopoly. Draw your own conclusions; inter- 
pret this as you like, but we will continue to believe that Mr. 
Hoover, our millionaire President, is the most direct agent of 
private monopoly and the most bitter enemy of the common 
people that has ever sat in the Presidential chair.

“BLOOD PRESSURE AND 
CONGESTION” 


, Blood pressure has been accepted 

by careful physicians as one of the 
most important aids in the diag- 
nosis and treatment of disease and 
is in almost universal use for insur- 
ance examinations. 

By blood pressure is meant the 
tension in the walls of ‘the arteries 
caused by the blood as it pulses 
through these vessels. In taking a 
person’s blood pressure, two read- 
ings are taken while the machine is 
under compression. The reading is 
divided into two parts, the maxi- 
mum or diastalic. We obtain the 
pulse pressure by finding the dif- 
ference between the, two readings. 

In disease a persén may have 
either a high (hypertension) or lew 
(hypotension) reading. 

In considering high blood pres- 
sure, we find that a continuation of 
the condition is bound to result in 
an enlargement of the heart and 
that there will result a change in 
the arterial walls with thickening 
and consequently a loss of elasti- 
city with the possibility of rupture 
in advanced cases. There can be a 
partial or complete paralysis, apo- 
plexy or death following such a 
rupture. 

Causes 

Among the number of causes of 
high blood pressure may be men- 
tioned syphilis, arterio sclerosis, en- 
docrin gland disturbances, wherein 
there is a vicious circle established 
by one or more of the glands, such 
as the ovaries, gonads, thyroid, su- 
per-renals, etc., being congested and 
diseased; and last but not least 
comes facal infection. Facal infec- 
tions are supposed to be one of the 
chief causés of high blood pressure. 
Many times these infected areas are

deep-seated and are not so éasy to 
locate. 

These facal infections cause the 
formation of millions of bacteria 
which congest the kidneys and pos- 
sibly a contraction due to irritation 
and inflamation with the result 
that an overload is thrown on the 
heart. As a natural consequence, the 
heart muscle is going to enlarge 
(hypertrophy) due to the extra 
work thrown upon it and the arter- 
ial walls are going to thicken to re- 
sist the unnatural and abnormally 
high pressure. The walls will, of 
course, lose their elasticity as they 
thicken with the result that the cir- 
culation is not kept moving as it 
should. 

A most thorough and detailed ex- 
amination is necessary sometimes 
to locate the facal infection, but 
since it has been found that one of 
the most common causes of kidney 
infection in men is due to prostatic 
disorders, it is safe to conclude that 
high blood pressure is a secondary 
following of prostatic disturbance 
or facial infection and primarily to 
the disfunction of the kidneys. 

High blood pressure due to pros- 
tatic enlargement results from the 
fact that the.enlarged gland ob- 
structs the flow of urine from the 
bladder and a certain amount of 
stale urine is left in the bladder, be- 
coming infected and backing up in- 
to the uretero to the kidneys. This 
infection and spreading of bacter- 
ial irritation and inflamation to the 
uretero and kidneys may cause a 
contraction of the kidneys and a 
load thrown on the heart. 

The importance of the endocrine 
balance which includes the pros- 
tate in men and the ovaries in 
women is shown by the common oc- 
curence of hypertension among 
women during: the meno-pause. 

Congestion and facal infection 
are closely associated in the cause 
of high blood pressure.

law. 

Farmers Mobilize 

When the small group of troops 
arrived in Burlington a mob of 2,-| 
000 farmers began to mobilize at a) 
farm in the outskirts of Burling-, 
ton, and it appeared that the ob- 
jectors to the bovine test had their 
backs to the wall ready to fight it) 
out. 

Governor Turner hurriedly or- 
dered 1,400 more troops to the 
“front” but when this group ar- 
rived the crowd of farmers had dis- 
persed and testing in the county 
went on quietly although troops 
guarded veterinarians at all times. 

Last week after the troops and 
veterinarians had concluded the 
testing in Des Moines and Lee 
counties the guardsmen were trans- 
ferred to Jefferson county where 
testing was completed today. 

It is estimated that the “cattle 
war” has cost the state of Iowa 
$175,000 during the last two months 
while the military forces have been 
serving at the front. 

This amount includes transporta- 
tion, payment of wages to the 
soldiers, rations, rental of grounds 
for camps at Mt. Pleasant, Tipton, 
Burlington and Fairfield. 

None of the counties in which the 
testing was conducted under mili- 
tary assistance has as yet been 
granted an “accredited” rating, 
however: While objectors contend 
that this is because troops and vet- 
erinarians did not test all cattle in 
the area, the department of agri- 
culture here insists that if cattle 
was missed it was because farmers 
hid them and that as far as they 
know all cattle was tested. 

Will Study Readings 

The department further explains 
that the only reason accrediting has 
not yet been done is that a study 
must be made first of the readings 
of the tests to determine if the 
cattle is in a condition to justify 
accrediting. 

During the time the troops were 
in the field Brigadier General Park 
A. Findley of Des Moines, former 
Polk county sheriff, was in com- 
mand. Until his troops arrived in 
Burlington the commander had 
under him only infantrymen and | 
cavalrymen without horses. At Bur- | 
lington, however, the forces were; 
augmented by the addition of 
mounted cavalry troops which have 
served ever since. 

Dr. Peter Malcolm has been in 
charge of the veterinarians who 
have done the testing. The size of 
the group of veterinarians working 
has varied, but while in Des Moines 
county the state veterinarian chief 
had every man available in Iowa on 
duty.

VILLAGE MOVES 
TO FIRE NEGRO 
AND HIS CULT 


Follows Protests of 
Many About His 
Noisy Meetings 


SAYVILLE, L. I. —( Special)— 
Nearly a thousand citizens of this 
village attended a mass meeting in 
the high school auditorium tonight 
to formulate plans for the im- 
mediate expulsion from the com- 
munity of Maj. J. Divine, negro 
head of a fast growing cult, and his 
followers, among whom are a large 
number of white persons. 

The spark which exploded local 
indignation was the arrest early 
last Monday of seventy-eight of 
Divine’s followers, at his house in 
North Sayville, for disorderly con- 
duct, after neighbors had com- 
plained to the police of loud and 
uproarious noises during a religious 
service. Taken before Justice 
Charles H. Duryea: that morning, 
forty-six of the. defendants plead- 
ed guilty and were fined $5 each. 

Divine was charged with main- 
taining a public nuisance and was 
held for the Suffolk grand jury in 
bail of $1,500, which was furnished. 

Six Acquitted 

Last night thirty-two defendants 
who pleaded not guilty were tried 
before Judge Duryea and twenty- 
six were found guilty and fined $5 
each. The remaining six, who took 
the stand and swore that neither 
they nor their co-defendants had 
made any noise, were acquitted. 

Four of the six were white: Eu- 
gene Delmar, “writer, editor and 
incidentally a member of the New 
York bar;” Helen Faust, a New 
York stenographer; Anna Maw, 
teacher and healer,” and Marie Orr. 
The other two, David Hadnot and 
Mary Jones, were negroes. 

The village mass meeting was 
presided over by Cahrles Milton 
Rogers, a former chairman of the 
board of supervisors, and one time 
head of the Suffolk county demo- 
cratic committee. Mr. Rogers owns 
a summer hotel here. 

Speakers pointed out that the 
question under discussion was not 
racial. Sayville is a summer resort 
and it is contended that the act- 
ivities of the Divine colony have 
not only depreciated property val- 
ues in the district in which it is 
situated, but have given a bad 
name to the community as a whole. 

Therefore, it was resolved and 
carried that: “It is to the best in- 
terest to plan his cult where it can 
prosper unhampered by the limits 
of.a residential section.” 

Leader Acquiesces 

Before the mass meeting Divine 
said he had been looking over vari- 
ous properties with a view to mov- 
ing. 

“Some time ago,” he declared, 
sugges at a public vote would 
be welco to me. Therefore, I 
heartily indorse this mass meeting. 
If the public does not wish it, why 
of course, I will not stay here. I 
do not care to reside anywhere, 
whether it be in Suffolk county or 
even in New York state, where my 
presence is not desired.”
